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Argument is not persuasive. Johnston never wants to avoid a common key. Johnston teaches setting up a secure conference 
call/communication between three or more terminals by providing with masked data concerning all the keys of the other terminals 
participating in the conference call so that they can each establish a common code, with the result that the partial keys and the final 
encryption code became long and cumbersome in dependence upon the number of participants. Johnston discloses a secure end-to-end 
communication and each wireless terminal 2a and 2b uses a common encryption code (RAND) to encode data and decode data 
transmitted between the terminals. The encryption code is transmitted in a secure manner from a remote database station to the 
terminals 2a and 2b. Each terminal stores a terminal key (Ka, Kb) on its SIM card (Abstract). 

Johnston and Tarao teach a secure wireless communication (Johnston fig. 9, and Tarao Fig. 1). Ellison discloses securely providing 
common key to user devices (col. 10 claim 18) and sufficient motivation to combine is provided on the final office action page 5. 
Therefore the rejection is maintained. 
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
